April  8— Thr  administration's  dcterniinaUon 
not  to  use  Federal  troops  in  the  coal  strike  unless  all  sUte  mgencit- 
fail  in  preservii^  ord«r,  was  set  forth  clearly  today  alter  a  confer 
ence  between  Preaident  Hwdinjr  and  Secretary  Weeks.    A  request 
for  troops  from  the  governor  of  New  Mexico  was  flatly  denied. 

The  decision  left  the  House  labor  committee  as  the  only  Federal 
agency  attempting  to  deal  with  the  strike,  and  although  it  continued 
its  hearings  during  the  day,  there  was  no  indicatit^n  that  the  mass 
of  testimony  token  would  lead  to  action  in  the  near  future. 

Today's  contribution  to  the  committee  record  was  a  statemeiu 
by  riiil  li   I'enna.  a  former  miners'  union  official,  and  now  an  opera 
lor,  blaming  t,hc  present  crisis  on  failure  of  the  men  to  keep  their 
coatracta.

Tha  Half  Century  In  1861,  may  prove

"l>urlm{  the  fiitit  half  on  .Tanuary 
1S16,  tho  w-iilior  was  extremely  cold. 
At  Springfield.  Mass.,  on  the  xdornlng 
of  the  11th.  the  meroury  fell  11  de> 
greea  below  sero.  llio  Bummer  of 
that  year  is  still  remembered  as  the 
cold  i^iiminer.  T>iere  wcrn  frosts  In 
M:i8»achiiKPlts  during  each  uf  the 
1-uninier  months,  and  In  low  grounds 
pretty  severe.  Un  the  mountaine  of 
Berkshire,  on  the  gth  of  June,  the 
snow  feu  s*v*ral  tnohea  te  depth, 
nnd  travelers  suffered  much  from  the 

severity  of  tho  storm.  Tho  snoW  Waa 
ton  Inches  deep  In  the  central  part* 
of  Vermont  and  New  Hampehlre.  on 
the  morning  of  July  4  ice  was  formeil 
of  the  thlclcneae  of  common  vindo^v 
glass  in  the  Northora  and  Middin 
Hcates,  and  much  of  the  eern  w:i.s 
killed.

".\ceaalv«  sugar-rating  cause  pel- 
I'  gra  ?"  Dr.  Truman  rapHad  that  too 
much  sugar  would  cauae  pellegra, 
a-hlch,  he  aald,  waa  more  prevalent 
In  the  Southern  Btatee  than  In  Can- 
Q'la,  and  cauaed  by  sugar-eating.  He 
I  id  that  \Nlieii  sugar  waa  rationed 
ruling  the  wHf.  pellegra  had  dc- 
'  rea.ned  60  per  cent.  He  then  went 
'.  n  to  axplaia  Juat  how  the  augar  waa 
tnjurioua  to  the  huaian  h«dy,  and 
told  what  minerals  were  actually  a 
loceaaity  for  the  system  to  have, 
among  which  wers  Iron,  starch,  tnr- 
hon  caltilum.  phoephoriin  nnd  lime, 
'm,i  iliiit  HiiKar  foMiK'd  :iii  .hiiI  which 
■vuj  very  injurious  to  the  body. 

Dr.  Truman  advocated  having  a 
medioai  asamlaatloa  at  latanrals, 
even  theagk  ofie  fait  welt,  as  there 
^tTe  many  dlseaaea  which  could  not 
l>e  felt  or  aeen,  but  atlll  were  there, 
anil  when  the  aymptoms  di<l  Hhow-  it 
ivr.s  often  too  late  to  eave  the  patient. 
Mo  then  took  up  the  dlfferenca  of 
ahl^  flour  bread  and  whole  wheat 
bread,  strongly  urging  tha  people  t^ 
jne  more  whole  wheat  bread.  He 
i'lno  aald  that  worry  or  remorse  were 
\erv  hurtful,  ae  they  aCfei  I'  .t  tlie  nvl 
hone  marrow  in  the  bonen  where  the 
Mood  ta  made,  and  the  red  blood 
evils  whlc^  carry  oxygen  for  the  use 
of  the  bbdy.  Refined  rice  was  alao 
coadea^Mkl  aa  havtag  all  tha  heat 
minerals  aatraotad  during  the  refin- 
tiK  The  doctor  closed  his  lecture  by 
•juoting  extracts  from  prominent 
American  Journals  regardinc  the  uae 
of  white  flour  and  rice,  in  the  future 
Ihe  lectures  will  be  held  on  Monday 
evening,  eommeacing  at  7:  SO  and  clos- 
ing at  l:Se>  open  to  aU.

Wild  Life  (XI  \  ancouver 
Island 

Tiih.  BALL)  EAULi:. 

EVBlt  though  you  have  never  seen  the 
bald  eagle  in  the  wild  state,  almost 
every  park  holds  one  or  more  of  these 
lar^'c,  proud  and  majestic  looking  birds.  The 
country  liiat  borders  US  On  the  south,  having 
adopted  Iniu  as  its  national  einl)leni.  has  so 
widely  mtroduced  the  bald  ea^le  that  even 
the  smallest  children  recogni/c  liim  as  the 
bird  they  have  seen  on  flags  and  banners.  It 
the  truth  were  told,  this  noble  looking 
bird,  which  stands  for  freedom  and  righteous- 
ne-^s.  is  a  downri;.;ht  pirate,  and  alonj^  our 
Coast  many  a  tishhawk  or  osprcy  has  been 
forced  by  the  more  powerful  eagle  to  abandon 
his  har<l  earned  pre\  .  The  hi;.;  robber  makes 
a  practice  ol  .selecting  some  lookout  from 
where  he  can  watch  the  fishhawks  at  work; 
but  SOmetiiius  liawks  are  scarce  or  else 
they  have  poor  luck,  like  all  fishermen,  and 
the  big,  proud  eagle  is  forced  to  eat  the  dead 
fish  and  other  rclusc  ca<t  up(.)n  the  bcach  by 
the  waves.  Tiring  ui  their  hsh  diet  along  the 
Coast,  a  i>air  of  eagles  will  often  drift  farther 
inland,  where  ral)bits,  squirrels  and  other 
small  game  furnish  a  welcome  change,  nor 
will  the  big  birds  pass  by  the  young  of  our 
smaller  domestic  animals. 

Like  hawks,  the  female  eagle  is  tlu-  larger, 
often  reaching  a  length  of  tlirec  feet  and  a 
half;  but  whether  she  bosses  her  smaller  hus- 
band or  not,  1  do  not  know;  at  any  rate,  a 
bird  with  such  powerful  talons  and  heavy 
hooked  beak  is  to  be  respected.  If  there  ever 
are  any  disturbances  in  their  family  life,  they 
must  always  smooth  them  over,  for  it  is  said 
that  eagles  mate  for  life,  and  as  they  live  to 
a  great  age.  the  nmiieruus  families  iliey  rear 
must  mean  much  hard  labor  and  many  wor- 
ries. 

b.agles  |>rel'ei  to  build  their  ne^ts  near 
water  and  in  the  top  of  some  lofty  tree,  or  on 
a  rocky  shelf  of  a  steep  mountain  side  their 
great.  c(jarse  nest  is  built — an  accumulation 
of  sticks,  branches,  grass  and  moss,  occa- 
sionally the  bones  of  some  of  their  larger  vic- 
tims helping  Uj  form  the  wall  of  the  crude 
structure.  Two  large  dull-white  eggs  that 
are  rather  round  in  appearance  are  the  usual 
number  laid.  Althttugh  a  pair  of  eagles 
usually  build  their  ne^t  in  an  almost  inacces- 
sible place,  Its  greatest  protection  lies  in  the 
Hercc  disposition  of  the  owners. 

'f'he  young  eagles  grow  very  slo\\l\  and 
remain  ni  the  nest  for  some  length  of  tunc, 
h  ven  after  they  learn  to  fly  and  are  able  to 
look  out  for  themsrhes.  they  still  depend  a 
great  deal  on  their  parents.  It  is  not  until 
the  third  year  that  the  young  come  into  pos- 
session of  their  while  heads  .md  tails.  W  hen 
in  their  dark  plumage,  the  young  bald  eagles 
arc  often  mWtliken  for  golden  eagles,  as  these 
birds,  even  when  inature'l.  lick  any  white 
in  their  i)lumagc.  But  one  need  ne\er  eon- 
fuse  the  two  species,  for  the  bald  eagle  s  legs 
are  bare  ot  feathers,  while  those  of  the  golden 
eagle  are  heavily  feathered  entirely  to  the 
toes. 

Swooping  down  from  some  rocky  ciiif  or 
the  top  of  a  lofty  tree,  the  eagle,  with  his 
great  wings  spread  to  almost  seven  Icel.  sails 
off  over  the  landscape  in  a  graceful  flight  that 
never  fails  to  call  forth  admiration  from 
those  who  witness  it.  When  on  the  ground, 
it  is  somewhat  difficult  for  the  eagle  to  raise 
himself  into  the  air,  and  it  was  not  until  a 
year  ago  that  1  realized  the  space  those 
great  wings  must  require  for  actk>n. 

I'rom  the  window  of  a  little  log  cabin 
ncblling  among  the  trees  along  the  eastern 
boundary  of  our  Province,  I  noticed  a  dark 
object  floundering  about  on  a  distant  hillside, 
it  was  early  Spring,  and  the  snow  still  cover- 
ing the  slope,  caused  the  moving  object  to 
st.md  out  plaiidy,  and  yet  the  distance  was 
too  great  for  me  to  make  out  just  w  hat  it 
was.  For  a  time  I  watched,  and  then, 
ciiriosiiv  gelling  the  better  of  me,  I  .set  forth 
acros.s  the  little  \.tlie>  to  solve  the  m\>tery. 
Making  my  wav  up  a  little  ravine  that  I'lid  nie 
iioni  \ie\\,  iialt  an  hour  later  1  arrived  at  the 
brow  of  the  hill,  and  imagine  ni\  surprise,  on 
glancing  down  the  slope,  to  behold  a  large 
eagle.  With  his  wings  extended  out  over 
the  soft  snou.  he  was  almost  c.xhansterl  with 
his  eflforts  to  raise  himself  into  the  air.  A 
considerable  area  of  the  hillside  was  covered 
with  the  iin[)ression  of  his  wings.  an«l  a  deep 
furrow  sbowe<l  where  his  large  body  had 
pk>ughed  through  the  snow.  For  several 
moments  1  stood  watching  the  bird  beat  its 
great  wings  against  the  snow,  and  then  won- 
dering if  it  were  »eally  impossrble  for  it  to  fly 
or  it  it  had  been  injured  in  some  way,  I 
started  down  the  slope  towards  it.  I'r.r  the 
first  time  the  bird  seemed  to  bec...ine  aware 
of  iii\  pretence,  and  in  its  frantic  efforts  to 
take  to  flight  it  gradiiiMv  worked  its  wav 
down  the  steep  hillswU.  I  loundcnng  anil 
scrambling,  the  bird  came  up  against  a  fallen 
tree,  the  top  of  which  protruded  for  «^c\eral 
feet  above  the  snow.  W  ith  the  aid  of  both 
wings  and  feet,  it  m  rambled  up  the  slanting 
trunk,  until  it  reached  the  higher  part  of  the 
tree,  and  a  second  later,  shaking  the  snow 
from  its  feathers,  the  eagle  launched  itself 
forth  into  the  air.  and  e\  en  though  its  flight 
was  a  trifle  wavering  aud  unsteadv,  it  soon 
carried  the  great  bird  ottt  of  mV  sight.-^- 
Ctcment  Kaufman.

Me 
picki  off  the  finest  hits  of  wooil  with  Ins 
mootti.  and  than  gathers  them  into  a  little 
hunch  Ife  nmkt%  thi^  into  n  v>ft  piilp.  and 
from  the  pnlp  he  makes  the  paper  with  which 


he  builds  his  nest.  It  is  very  much  like  the 
common  brown  p^>er  which  we  ttse.  Indeed. 

the  first  waap  made  just  as  goo*]  paper  as  any 
w^asp  can  make  now.  Hornets,  which  are  a 
land  of  wasp,  make  for  themselves  large,  fine 
houses  of  p.tiH  I,  in  which  are  doora  Md  win- 
dows and  many  cozy  rooms. 

The  elephant  can  draw  up  water  with  his 
trunk,  and  so  w  e  might  say  that  he  carries  a 
pump  with  him.  It  is  with  a  pump  something 
like  the  elephant's  trunk  that  many  insects 
gather  honey  from  the  flowers.  The  mosquito 
has  siuh  a  trunk  also  Hv  fi  r  side  of  Ids 
trunk  he  carries  a  pair  ol  lancets  with  which 
he  cuts  a  hole  into  the  skin  of  his  victim. 
W  hen  these  have  done  their  work,  he  pumpa 
the  blood  up  into  his  mouth. 

The  cat  uses  her  roufh  tongue  both  as  a 
brush  and  a  condi.  W  hen  she  makes  her 
morning  toilet,  she  gets  oil  the  dirt  and 
smooths  her  coat  with  it,  just  as  the  stable 
boy  cleans  and  smooths  the  hoi-t  -  >  oat  with 
a  curry  comb.  When  she  wishes  to  smooth 
the  hair  of  her  head,  she  must  use  her  fore- 
paws  for  a  comb,  because  she  cannot  reach 
her  head  ^itb  her  tongue. 

There  is  a  kind  of  fish  which  uses  its 
mouth  as  a  gun  for  shooting  flies  and  other 
insects.  It  can  shoot  them  not  only  when 
they  are  still,  but  when  they  are  on  the  wing. 
It  watches  them  as  they  are  flying  over  the 
water  .'ind  hits  one  of  them,  whenever  it  can 
do  s(j.  with  a  tine  stream  of  water  from  its 
little  gun.  The  insect,  stunned  by  the  blow, 
falls  into  the  water,  where  it  is  quiclcly 
caught  and  eaten  by  the  Hsh. 

There  are  many  other  animals  which  have 
tools  for  doing  cert.iin  kinds  of  \s<jrk.  Some 
use  their  tools  in  building  nests  or  houses, 
others  in  gathering  their  food,  and  still  others 
in  defending  themselves  against  their 
enemies.  Nature  has  given  to  each  animal 
tfie^  tCNoIs  which  ft  needs  most. — From

Those  stories  you  hear  from  piospectort 
ati  1  fri'ovvs  that  get  away  back  into  the  real 
wilds  about  the  wav  trout  will  sometimes 
chase  each  other  to  gti  uu  the  hook  arc  true 
enough,  and  I  put  down  aa  the  reason  why 
my  fastest  big  catch  of  trout  was  made  with 
the  artificial  fly  was  just  because  th4t  kind  of 
a  bait  tiktt  leia  time  to  meat  with  between 
catches. 

"When  you've  hooked  a  trout  and  taken 
him  oflF  the  hook,  you're  all  ready  to  chuck 
in  again  for  another,  whereas,  if  you're  using 
some  kind  of  bait,  you've  got  to  put  a  fresh 
piece  on  the  hook  mostly  every  time  you  land 
a  fish,  and  tliat  i  ^  time  if  you're  in  a 
hurry.  As  to  the  tiy  that  I  used  when  1  made 
the  catch  T  have  in  mind  just  this  minute.  I 
reckon  you  wouldn't  find  it  listed  in  aiiv 
the  fishing  tackle  makers'  catalogues,  and  I 
guess  you  couldn't  have  put  a  name  to  it  if 
you'd  examined  it,  but  it  was  as  much  an. 
artificial  fly,  just  the  same,  as  anv  vou  bny^ 
in  the  tackle  shops,  at  any  rate,  any  except 
the  dry  flies,  which  are  made  more  or  less  to 
imitate  the  natural  insect,  though  goodnr^^s 
only  knows  what  some  of  the  wet  fly  patterns 
arc  supposed   to  look  like;  take  a  Par- 

macbMSt  Belle,  for  instance

"I  was  out  on  a  trip  through  the  Moyie

I'd  only  got  some 
bait  hooks  and  a  few  yards  of  common  fish- 
ing line;  no  split  can''  r^.d  or  reel  and  fine 
fixins'  like  we  use  nowadays,  Harry.  I  had 
to  hurry,  too.  at  least  so  I  thought  before  I 
started,  if  I  was  to  catch  enough  before 
dark.  Well,  I  picked  up  a  grouse  s  feather 
and  I  unraveled  a  few  threads  from  an  old 
red  and  white  pocket  handkerchief  I  had 
round  my  neck  and.  with  a  l)it  of  the  cotton 
I  tied  some  kind  of  a  fly  with  those  materials.

down  below  where  they  are  resting  and 
tickle  their  appetites,  so  to  speak,  ^aiue  as  a 
man  will  sometimes  take  a  cocktail  between 
meals  when  he  ain't  really  thirsty,  and,  If 
you're  fisrhing  for  food  and  haven't  ^ot  time 
to  wait  for  the  evening  rise,  why,  go  to  it, 
and  use  your  ingenuity  to  find  something 
they  will  condescend  to  nibble  at. 

"I'm  not  trying  to  make  out  l  iu  l>cltcr 
than  you.  Harry,  or  any  other  fellow  in  the 
matter  of  catching  fish.  I'm  merely  telling 
you  that  in  the  many  places  I've  been  in 
where  there  were  fish  aplenty,  and  where  the 
fishermen  were  as  scarce  as  snowballs  ih  your 
future  home.  Harry,  honest  to  ^^oo.lness,  old 
lop,  the  artificial  lly,  even  if  I  made  it  myself 
out  of  the  roughest  kind  of  materials,  was  the 
thing  which  wrudd  i.it.li  fish  quicker  than 
anything  else,  and  the  biggest  catches  I've 
ever  made  of  trout  in  point  of  numbers,  or  in 
point  of  size,  cither,  were  all  made  with  arti- 
ficial fly,  though  I'm  free  to  admit  that  I've 
caught  trout,  lots  of  em.  at  one  lime  or 
another,  with  all  kinds  of  bait,  from  pork 
nnds  to  a  lump  of  dough,  but  there  wasn't 
much  sport  in  it  cither  way,  because  it  was 
too  darned  easy.

Surnames

E"VKKV  white  .!iiM  ],.  :.  \->ctoria  is 
given  at  least  two  names.  The  hap- 
less infant,  just  arrived  in  this  vale  of 
t  •  iiai  he  iwd  tears,  is  not  consulted,  and  Mr. 
aiul  Mis.  lirown  call  n  I^Iin,  or  jfhosho[>liaf 
Kate,  or  Cleopatra,  as  lancy  pleases  them.  But 
the  aecond  name  will  be  Brown.  In  after 
years  the  child  mav  criticize  its  parents' 
choice.  A  man  has  been  known  to  endure 
Annaniaa  for  nearly  ninety  years,  and  a  girl 
called  Mafe•kiIl^^.  i  r  ^  laims  her  age  from  the 
housetops.  The  bnuths  next  door,  who  also 
have  a  baby,  can  roam  through  all  ages,  and 
all  literature  for  a  name,  but  the  child's  second 
name  will  he  Smith.  Krfiwn  or  Smith,  is  the 
family  name,  the  surname,  the  sur-noin,  added 
to  the  personal  name  given  to  the  child  as  an 
individual  and  has  descended  for  {.generations 
Why  should  people  have  names  hke  Gilbert. 
Carrington,  Hanrison,  Baldwin  and  so  on? 
Did  these  names,  which  now  simply  dis- 
tinguish one  family  from  another,  ever  mean 
anything,  and  how  Hid  they  arise? 

Excluding  Qurhe  which  is  so  largely 
French,  most  Canadian  surnames  cotiie  from 
the  Jiniish  Isles,  where  Caesar  found  our 
ancestors  wearing  Skins  and  painted  with 
woad.  This  painting'  was  probably  tattooing, 
which  has  been  almost  universal  among 
primitive  peoples,  and  indicates  that  the 
wearer,  or  hearer  rather, belongs  to  a  particular 
tribe.  By  piercing  the  nostrils,  flattening  tlie 
skull,  making  incisions  in  the  flesh,  and  other 
means,  the  savage  further  proclaimed  his 
memberfehip  of  a  tribe  or  family.  This  custom 
of  bodily  mutilations  gradually  fell  away,  and 
was  replaced  by  distinguishing  costumes,  e.  g., 
clan  tartans,  and  hv  headdresses',  or  ways  of 
braiding  the  hair.  As  trrbes  increased,  a  per- 
sonal name  and  descriptive  appellation  be- 
came necessary  to  differentiate  one  man  from 
another,  but  these  were  not  hereditary,  and 
died  w  ith  the  bearer.  The  son,  in  turn,  carried 
a  name  or  desc  ription  suitable  tO  himself, 
which  also  died  with  him. 

Assimilation  of  Courage 
V\  hen  the  savage  had  overcome  and  slain 
a  redoubtable  enemy,  h'e  argued  that  if  he 
could  incorporate  said  enemy  into  his  Own 
person,  he  would  acquire  the  courage  an<l  w  is- 
dom  that  enemy  had  possessed.  So  he  dined 
off  the  enemy.  Then  he  further  argued  that 
he  would  c>btaiii  virtue  and  .strength  in  the 
same  way  from  a  hero  of  his  own  tribe.  So 
he  dined  off  his  chteftain.  Logical,  but  un- 
pleasant. This  chieftain  \\  .  uld  ha\^e  a  descrip- 
tion, or  name,  commemorative  of  one  of  his 
mi^'hty  deeds.  Primitive  races  regarded  a 
man's  name  aa  of  the  greatest  importance.  It 
was  known  only  to  his  nearest  kin,  -who  re- 
ferred to  him  obliquely,  or  by  a  nickname, 
and  never  divulged  the  real  name  to  an  enemv, 
for  b  y  so  doing  ft  was  feared  that  the  encni\ 
gained  some  subtle  and  undefined  power  over 
the  owner  of  the  name.  A  similar  suspicion  is 
shown  in  the  reluctance  of  savages  tf)  be 
photographed.  Many  primitive  peoples  be- 
lieved in  reincarnation,  but  there  was  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  form  in  which  the  spirit 
would  return,  and  an  enemy  might  benefit. 
vSo  the  practice  of  eating  the  chieftain  was 
abandoned  for  that  of  taking  his  name,  and 
the  reincarnation  of  the  hero  was  secured  for. 
the  family. 

f  Name's  Importance 

The  ini|>ortance  of  a  name  is  evident 
throughout  the  Scriptures  "Thou  slialt  not 
take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain.  " 
The  names  Abram  and  Sarai  were  changed 
expressly  to  .Abraham  and  Sarah.  The  priests 
of  Baal  called  on  the  name  of  Baal,  from 
morning  until  noon,  saying.  O,  Baal,  bear  us." 
As  families  developed  into  groups,  they  be- 
came a  tribe,  the  members  oT  which  bore  the 
same  name,  which  would  be  that  of  the 
founder,  or  of  an  ancestor  distinguished  in 
some  way  above  Ins  frllou  >  Tlu-  idea  of  son- 
ship,  or  descent,  was  indicated  among  Anglo- 
Saxons,  and  Scandinavians,  by  ."ing,"  as  in 
Alfreding:  among  the  Irish  by  "< )."  as  in 
O'Brien;  among  the  Scotch  by  "Mac  '  or  "Mc. " 
as  in  MacCheyne  (the  son  of  John) ;  among 
the  Welsh  by  "Ap."  as  in  Powell  for  Ap 
Howell,  from  Hoel.  and.  after  the  Xorman 
Conquest,  by  "Fitz "  (Norman- French  for 
"fils"),  which  is  .seen  in  l-'itzroy,  the  name  of 
the  issue  of  Charles  II.  aufl  Nell  T.wynn.  and 
ancestors  of  the  Duke  of  Grafjon.  Among  the 
Scandinaviana  there  were  families  of 
Hundit^'S,  .Arnungs.  Bjorninijs,  ^vho  bore 
these  names  as  a  tribal  or  family  appellation, 
bnt  which  did  not  adhere  to  the  personal 
name.  i 

Norman  Intiuence 

When  the  Romans  withdrew  from  Britain 
in  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  century,  the 
country  was  overrun  by  Saxons,  Angles, 
Jutes.  Danes  and  Norsemen,  and  their  names 
prevailed  throughout  the  land.  But  the  em- 
ployment of  a  surname,  an  added  family^name 
which  was  hereditary,  in  adrlition  to  the  per- 
sonal name,  only  came  into  use  towards  the 
end  of  the  eleventh  century  after  the  Xorman 
Conquest,  and  then  only  among  the  Trench 
nobles,  from  whom  it  spread  very  gradually 
to  thoae  of  lower  rank,  nor  did  it  become  gen- 
eral among  the  people  until  several  centuries 
later.  The  vjctory  at  Hastings  brought 
swarms  of  Normans  and  "Prench  into  the  land, 
who  became  the  r class  and  nomen- 
clature was  con-.pirtrly  changed  They  were 
rewarded  with  lands  and  manors,  and  tlie  old 
laadowBsrs  shrank  into  insignificance.  Chil- 
dren were  given  Norman  name^  -  ans  to 
flatter  the  conquerors  or  simply  to  be  in  the 
fashioo,  aad  Aagfo^Sajcon  names  disappeared. 
Some  of  them  however  snrrived  the  flood  of 
foreign  names  and  rcmam  aa  soraames  at  the 
present  day.

BI%FOR£  the  bc);tnniu^  o(  the  nine- 
teenth century  the  solar  system  was 
supposed  to  consist  of  the  sun  and  the 
seven  planets.  Mercury,  Venus,  Karth,  Mar^. 

1  hr-  lattei  ;.;.i;i»t 
was  discovered  bv  Sir  Wni.  llersclirl  iii  17S! 
Taking  the  sun  as  the  cciuie  all  the  planets 
revohr«  about  him.

million;  of  Saturn,  '886  million,  and  of 
I'ranus,  1,780  niilli  p  .  les.  These  distances 
divide  themselves  into  two  groujis,  the  first 
four  and  the  last  four.  The  distances  of  the 
inner  four  planets  are  small  compared  whh 
those  «jf  the  four  outer  placets,  and  between 
the  two  groups  there  is  a  i;ap  of  some  340 
millions  of  miles. 

In  the  years  just  preceding  1800  the  belief 

gained  ground  that  possibN-  theK-     i   i 

discovered  planet  in  tlui  gap,  <wuj  .ui  as.->a 
ciation  of  twenty-four  astronomers  was 
formed  to  hunt  for  the  object.  On  January 
1,  UBOl,  Piazzi,  a  Sicilian  astronomer,  ob- 
served a  seventh  magnitude  star  which  by 
next  evening'  had  moved  and  kept  on  movin}.^. 
He  o^bserved  it  for  some  six  weeks,  and  it 
I)ro^ed  to  be  a  small  planet  revolving  about 
the  .'.mi  in  tlic  space  between  Mars  and 
Jui)iter.  It  was  called  Ceres.  However,  an 
estimated  diameter  for  it  was  only  500  miles. 
It  was  not  considered  a  real  planet,  and  the 
hunt  was  kept  up.  In  March,  1802,  Olbcrs. 
a  German  astronomer,  discovered  a  second 
planet,  which  he  called  Pallas.  It  also  was 
a  small  b<idy.  l!v  180^  two  others  had  been 
found,  which  wt  re  (  ailed  Iiiiim  and  V'csta. 

Interesting  Facts 

riie  large  planets,  when  observed  in  a 
telescope,  show  circular  disks,  but  these 
bodies  arc  SO  small  that  tliey  a[)pear  in  all 
but  the  very  largest  telescopes  as  points  of 
light  and  look  like  stars.  They  were,  there- 
fore, called  asteroids.  No  more  asteroids 
were  discovered  till  1845.  when  Hencke  dis 
covered  the  fifth,  and  in  1847  three  more  were 
fotmd,  making  eight  all  told.  All  revolved 
in  tJie  space  between  Jupiter  and  Mars.  Since 
1847  not  a  year  has  passed  without  adding 
one  or  several  to  the  list,  whfch  now  num- 
bers just  a  few  less  than  1,000.  All  are  found 
with  a  mean  di.stance  between  that  of  Mars 
and  Jupiter.  The  closest  approach  quite  close 
to  the  orbit  of  Mars  and  the  most  remote  lie 
not  far  from  Jupiter.  On  the  average  their 
distance  is  about '246  millions  of  miles  fnrni 
the  sun  ir:  I  their  period  of  revolution  four 
and  one-third  years.

It  tho'.iKlir,  !iowever,  th.it  the  lai).:est  is  not 
over  50U  iiiilcs  in  diameter  and  the  smallest 
are  probably  less  than  10  miles  through,  as 
>'oun-  "Mi'untains  broke  loose.''  On 

such  a  planet  the  force  of  gravity  would  be 
so  slifjht  that  it  would  be  possible  to  throw 
a  t  lie  from  the  hand  with  sufficient  force  to 
.send  It  off  into  space.  "W  hat  goes  up  on  an 
asteroid  does  not  necessarily  come  down." 

The  origin  of  the  asteroids^  not  known. 
Two  views  have  been  held.  The  first  is  that 
the  material  which,  according  to  the  nehutnr 
hypothesis,  ought  to  have  contracted  into  a 
planet  remained  as  fragments.  I1»e  other 
view  is  that  a  previcms  planet,  somewhat 
less  massive  than  Mars,  liew  to  pieces  and 
the  fragments  tormed  the  asteroids. 

The  number  of  these  bodies  is  so  great 
and  the  prospect  so  indehnite  that  astrono 
mere  are  at  their  >vits*  end  how  to  care  for  the 
numerous  fainih  To  compute  the  orbit  of 
an  asteroid  and  to  map  its  position  from  year 
to  year  is  an  extremely  laborious  task,  and 
if  this  is  not  dune  the  identification  become.** 
extremely  difficult,  impossible,  in  fact,  so  that 
very  frequently  asteroids  arc  iound  which, 
upon  investigation,  prove  to  be  old  ones  fouml 
again. 

At  the  present  time  interest  is  centering 
around  classes  of  asteroids.  The  first  class 
consists  of  those  asteroids  whose  mean  dis- 
tances from  the  sun  arc  small  and  whose  oi 
bits  arc  elliptical.  This  often  makes  it  po>< 
sible  for  a  very  close  approach  to  the  earth 
to  occur.  an<l  it  can  be  shown  tiiat  such  an 
occurrence  is  a  favorable  opportunity  of  mea- 
suring the  distance  of  the  sun.  The  second 
class  consists  of  those  whose  |)eriods  ..f  re- 
volution arc  commensurable  with  the  period 
of  revolutk>n  of  Jupiter,  that  is  to  say,  that 
while  Jupiter  revolves  in  a  period  of  11.8<) 
years,  those  asteroids  whose  periods  are  S.o 
years  or  3i5  years  arc  receiving  particular  at- 
tention, because  5.<^  is  exactly  hall  of  Jupiter's 
period,  while  3.6  is  one  third.  Also  iho-^e 
planets  whose  periods  are  i  h  that  of  Jupiter 
are  receiving  attention.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  such  positions  oecupv  ww  important 
piaie  Ml  the  theory  of  three  bodies.  Those 
astronomers  who  are  Working  on  the  motions 
of  the  planets  under  the  force  of  \eu  ' 
law  of  gravitation  hnd  in  such  bodies  im- 
portant tests  as  to  the  correctness  of  their 
mathematical  conclusions. 

The  future  of  the  work  which  will  be  done 
on  these  bodies  is  somewhat  uncertain,  but 
if  they  have  served  no  other  purpose  they, 
have     encouraged    some     of    the  highest' 
mathematical  developments,  which  progress 
is«  of  conrsc,  ready  to   be  used  wherever

It  happens  that  Dr.  Lon^staff  wrote  a 
pamphlet  m  I'KX,  entitled  "Mountain  Sick- 
ness and  Its  Trobahlc  Causes,"  which 
pamphlet  is  now  fnjt  of  print.  There  arc  many 
passages  in  the  above  which  will  enable  the 
{general  rra<ler  to  understand  tin-  many  and 
complex  problems  oi  fatigue  wliich  the  Al- 
pine |>arty  on  Everest  will  have  to  overcome- 
The  dcjctor  says  in  the  introduction: 

"III  the  following  pages  1  propose  to  ap- 
proach the  complex  group  of  symptoms  com- 
tnonly  knowti  as  'mountaiti  sickness'  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  mountaineer.  II  an 
apology  for  so  unscientific  a  method  is 
needed,  I  can  only  plearl  that  he  i^  the  person 
chiefly  coacerned  and  most  frequently  af- 
fected by  these  symptoms.  ...  By  the 
term  'mountain  sickness'  I  mean  symptoms 
of  illness  or  distress  primarily  produced  by 
t^e  ascent  of  mountains,  whether  due  direct- 
ly to  reduced  atmospheric  pressure  or  to 
apme  othfr  cause  or  causes.   


Some  Scepticism 

"Very' much  has  been  written  on  the  sub- 
ject, hut  ai)art  from  Zuntz's  good  practical 
work,  it  appears  to  me  that  most  writers 
have  confined  themselves  too  much  to 
tluories  ileduced  from  experiments  in  the 
laboratory  and  not  rnouf^h  to  the  actual  ex- 
periences of  mountaincer.s  engaged  in  high 
ascents.  Therefore,  before  defining  the  dis 
ease  or  attempting  to  explain  its  etiology,  I 
desire  to  review  the  actual  experiences  ot 
mountaineers  at  high  altitudes.  In  doing 
this.  I  must  draw  attention  to  a  somewhat  in- 
structive fact.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighteenth  and  the  beginning  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  that  great  period  of  awaken- 
ing interest  and  research  into  physical  science, 
mountain  ascents  were  encouraged  and  per- 
f«)rme'l  otdy  hv  scientific  men.  Suili  men, 
practical  observers,  and  expecting  to  be 
severely  affected  by  what  we  now  consider  to 
])('  only  moderate  diminutii>n-.  nf  .itniMspheric 
pressure,  noted  even  the  smallest  abnormal 
symptoms  in  themselves,  and  also  attrtbtrted 
the  fatigues  of  unaccustomed  exercise  to  this 
cai\se.  On  the  other  hand,  during  the  last 
fifty  years  mountaineering  has  become  .i 
sport,  and  is  practised  hy  a  much  larger  and 
very  difterent  class,  although  it  is  true  that 
many  men  of  great  scientific  attainments  are 
to  be  found  in  the  ranks  of  modern  mouti- 
tainecrs.  Still,  even  these  look  u[>on  their 
favorite  pastime  rather  as  a  sport  than  as  a 
means  of  scientific  investigation,  and  the 
modern  mountaineer,  being  nsuallv  an  ath- 
letic person,  is  not  at  all  likely  to  pay  much 
attention  to  slight  symptoms,  much  less  to 
put  down  to  mountain  sickness  the  fatigues 
and  discomforts  of  what  is  certainly  the  most 
severe  form  of  exercise.  So  far  has  this  gone 
that  several  first  rate  moi'iitnineers  have 
been  led  to  express  their  disbelief  in  a.iv 
such  disease,  and  have  attributed  all  syiup 
toms  of  illness  during  mountain  tscents  to  a 
weak  digestion,  or  lack  of  training  and  con- 
dition, or  constitutional  feebleness  on  the 
part  of  the  sufferer." 

.Mniost  all  the  highest  nirifiutaineering  in 
the  Himalaya  has  been  in  the  many  regions 
to  the  west  of  the  Everest  massif;  in  fact, 
several  hundred  miles  to  ti  e  west  of  this 
mountain  mass.  Dr.  Longstafl  has  done 
mnch  motmtaineering  in  Garhwal,  which  is 
just  \^e>^t  of  Nepal,  and  is  called  the  Central 
iiimaiaya,  as  it  ui  situated  about  the  centre 
of  the  900  miles  of  those  very  high  peaks  and 
ridgrs  which  commonly  come  under  the  name 
Himalaya  (.which  means  the  "Abode  of 
Snow"). 

Practical  Experience 

Tn  recording  his  nersotial  ohver\ations  on 
mountain  sickness,  Dr.  LongstatI  says: 

"In  1905  I  visited  the  Central  Himalaya, 
accompanied  by  an  Italian  Alpine  guide,  A. 
Brocherel,  aged  thirty,  and  a  first-rate  Alpine 
porter,  H.  Brocherel.  aged  twenty-five,  both 
men  ot  exceptional  pliysicjuc.  ...  In 
my  ignorance  I  thought  that  I  could  di>car<l 
my  thick  sola  t(»pi  and  wear  a  soft  cloth  hat 
in  the  upper  valleys.  At  a  result  I  contracted 
severe  headaches,  culmin.Tting  in  \oiniting  on 
three  out  ui  tivc  day.s  spent  at  heights  ranging 
from  11.000  to  16.000  feet.  On  none  of  these 
occasif)ns  was  I  conscious  of  shortness  of 
breath,  although  I  did  notice  ttiat  it  was 
difRcult  to  hoM  the  breath  while  afaninff  a 
rifle 

"On  June  2  (1905)  we  crossed  a  difficult 
Mowpasa  of  17750  feet.  On  the  way  I  anf- 
fered  extreme  discomfort  front  the  heat  of 
the  sun  and  the  glare  from  the  snow  .  I  was 
still  wearinf  a  soft  hat,  and  soon  developed 
a  severe  headache  On  reaching  Ihf  aummit 
of  the  pass  I  vomited,  although  I  did  not  at- 
tenipt  to  eat,  but  reeovered  by  nightfall. 
After  this  I  always       '  ^  tluck  s<da  topi," 

Dr.  Ixwgatetf  next  made  an  attack  upon 
the  highest  moantain  tn  the  British  ICmpire. 
N'anada  Devi,  consisting  of  twin  peaks,  25.- 
WjO  and  24.379  feet,  and  sittiated  in  (.ariiwal 

"It  was  impossible  to  take  native  porters 
or  coolies  with  us,  and  we  had  to  carry  every- 
thing ourselves.  The  guides  carrie*!  50 
pounds  each,  and  I  took  about  25  pounds.  On 
Jtine  7  we  reached  17X100  feet,  and  camped

Next  day  tlie  aloptt  op  wMch  we  had  to  climb

I  kicked  or  cut  continuously  in  the  snow.  Our 

loads  had  oii!\  Ixeii  lightened  !>%  the  food  we 
had  eaten  the  day  before,  and  both  A.  B.  and 
myself  undoubtedly  felt  more  breathless  than 

we  did  the  day  Ix  f  rc ,  and  had  to  .-^top  and 
rest  frct|uently.  II  i:.  never  showed  any 
distress.  We  campt  d  again  at  1*>,100  feet, 
having,  owing  to  several  halt-^  an  1  the  time 
spent  in  step-cutting,  taken  eight  hours  to 
mount  1.700  feet.  On  June  9  \vr  left  our 
loads  behind  us  and  contiinieil  on  till  we 
rea.  hed  ^  height  t>f  about  JO,(KX>,  ulun  we 
turned  back  owing  to  tlie  increasing  ditii- 
cultic^  ah.M(l  of  lis,  and  hiially  descended 
with  our  loails  to  ale 'tit  l.^.(X)(J  feet.  On  this 
day  I  was  not  aware  ot  any  breatlilessncss  or 
other  abnormal  sensations.  I  had  t)een  able 
to  sleep  moderate! v  well,  eat  well  and  smoke 
with  pleasure  at  our  two  bivouacs.  The  en- 
tries in  my  note  book  are,  however,  very  bad- 
ly \\ritten,  while  taking  photf)graphs  and 
reading  the  barometer  was  an  unwelcome 
task. 

Some  Enjoy  Immunity 

"\\c  then  spent  a  week  in  trying  to  climb 
Curia  Mandhata  (23,350  feet spending  live 
nights  about  I'^OOO  feet.  On  July  18  I  made 
a  bivouac  at  1*>.()(X)  feet.  -  ur  im[)ediinenta  and 
food  being  carried  up  by  six  iihotia  coolies. 
I  developed  a  very  severe  headache,  and 
could  not  eat;  my  condition  was  certainly 
aggravated  by  the  fact  that  I  liad  had  nothing 
to  drink  for  the  ten  hours  since  leaving 
Takl.ikdt,  nearly  six  thousanil  feet  below. 
I  also  experienced  lassitude  and  breathlessncss 
sometimes  amounting  to  air  hunger.    My  two 

guides  sh(">wed  no  signs  of  distress  On 

July  19th  I  still  had  some  headache  and  felt 
too  tired  to  climb,  so  spent  the  day  at  this 
spot.  M\  appetite  was  had,  hut  our  fo.  kI  was 
very  appetizing.  On  20th  we  started  off 
at  2  a.m.,  but  found  our  route  impracticable, 
and  had  to  turn  back  at  between  20  21.000  feet. 
Qh  tht  22n<i  wc  startcd^iiom  abuut  ItOmicct 
with  five  Bhotta  coolies,  and  in  seven  and  a 
half  hours  rcacheil  a  height  of  al)out  30,000 
feet.  Again  I  had  a  bad  headache,  but  could 
eat.  The  Bhotiaq  were  exhausted,  and  were 
sent  <lown  as  usual.  The  Italians  appeared  to 
feel  nothing. 

"On  July  23  wcr  did  not  start  climbing  till 
5  a.m.,  as  I  felt  very  feeble.  .\s  the  dav  wore 
on,  however,  I  felt  and  walked  very  much  bet- 
ter. At  2  p.m.  wc  reached  a  height  of  about 
23,000  feet  on  the  main  ridge  of  Gurla.  W  e 
()u\y  carried  food  and  a  few  spare  clothes.  The 
climbing  was  easy.  Wc  spent  the  night  in 
some  rocks  at  about  21,000  feet.  On  July  J4th, 
after  a  very  uncomfortable  night,  we  climbed 
for  nine  hours  and  again  reached  a  height  of 
at  least  23,000  feet,  but  this  time  the  route  lay 
over  the  Gurla  glacier  and  was  exposed  to  the 
full  rays  of  the  sun,  while  every  breath  of 
wind  was  shut  out  h\  ihc  ridge  on  three  sides 
of  us.  The  guides  had  lost  their  topis  in  an 
accident  the  day  before,  and  A.  Hrocherel,  who 
had  merely  wrapped  a  jersey  round  his  head, 
collap.sed  with  a  severe  sun  headache  at  2  p.m. 
I  particularly  noticed  that  he  showed  no  signs 
of  resjiiratory  distress.  Wc  decideil  to  spead 
the  night  where  we  were,  and  11.  I'.rociiertd 
dug  a  hole  in  the  snow  for  us  to  sleep  in.  I 
trie<l  to  help  him,  but  found  to  my  surprts'e 
that  the  work  was  altogether  beyond  me.  I 
was  literally  gasping  for  breath  after  two  or 
three  minutes'  digging.  II.  Brocherel  showed 
no  symptoms  of  <listress  during  the  hour  he 
was  engaged  in  this  work. 

'"Wc  all  three  slept  during  the  night,  but 
my  sleep  was  much  interrupted,  A.  liroeherel 
was  constantly  mo\  ing  about  in  his  sleep,  and 
our  hreatliiiiL;  ,  vers  irregular.  VVe  were 
short  of  food.  Starting  at  2:30  a.m.  on  July 
25th,  we  were  pulled  up  in  about  an  hour's 
ti'i).  i  \  ,  1ml;  crevasse,  and  had  to  wait  for 
(I.iy  light  to  hud  some  way'roiind  it.  I  felt  ex- 
tremely feeble  and  depressed,  could  not  rn- 
diiic  the  cold,  and  1  insisted  on  giving  up  the 
attempt,  much  i    i'k  disgust  of  H.  Brocherel. 

A  Diagnosis 
.  "I  think  that  two  nignts  of  broken  sleep  in 
the  open  with  no  cowring  ami  insufficient 
f<K>d  had  more  to  do  with  my  condition  than 
the  altitude  which,  judging  from  the  surround- 
ing peaks  (already  triaiii^ulated),  must  have 
been  about  24,000  feet.  At  any  rate,  1  know 
that  it  was  want  of  moral  courage  and  not 
phy-ii  al  incaiMcitv  that  made  me  give  up  the 
ascent.  A.  lirochercl  went  well  during  the 
morning,  although  he  still  had  slight  head- 
ache, and  II.  r.rocheicl  never  at  any  tiplC 
showed  the  least  signs  of  distress,  or  anv 
abatement  of  his  *cxtraordinary  j)hvsical 
powers. 

"I  had  .spent  thirty-seven  days  at  an  at- 
mospheric pressure  of  less  than  eighteen 
iru  he-,  and  undoubtedly  experienced  great  re- 
lief and  rapid  restoration  of  strength  on  reach- 
ing these  lower  levels.  ...  To  summarize 
brieflv  m\  niotinf aineering  r\perience,  it  will 
be  seen  that  I  have  suffered  from  air  hunger, 
that  is  to  say,  breathlesnne^s  sufficient  »to 
cause  me  to  halt  OOCasionallx  ,  once  in  the  Alp'^, 
once  in  the  Cauca«US,  and  once  in  Nepal  at 
heights  from  15,000  to  16,000  feet,  and  on  sev- 
eral (H  casions  and  under  various  conditions  of 
health  in  Tibet  at  heights  of  from  15,000  to 
23,000  feet.  I  have  already  dealt  with  attacks 
of  migrain  in  the  .\lps,  hut  in  addition  to  this 
I  have  usually  suffered  from  headaches  at  alti- 
tudes of  over  19,000  feet.  At  these  altitudes 
I  have  also  l.cen  conscious  of  an  indefinite 
deterioration  of  the  physical  and  mental 
powers,  which  I  can  best  describe  as  lassitude 
an  !  .i;  ithy.  Hut  it  is  t  «  he  rnnarked  that  at 
23,U0U  feet  to  24,000  feet  I  have  never  exper- 
ieneed  so  extreme  a  degree  of  physical  weak- 
ness and  la'^'^ifude  as  i>u  thr  iw^  ,  .i,i,«ns 
prevKMisly  mentioned  at  10,000  to  12,000  feet 
in  the  Caucasus.  Both  in  the  Alps  and  in  tJhe 
Himalayas  I  have  suffered  severely  from  the 
effects  of  the  sun.  I  think  my  appetite  begins 
to  fall  ofF  at  an  altitude  of  about  15.000  feet. 
I  have  never  suffered  from  bleeding  at  the 
nose  or  other  mucous  surfaces,  fainting,  gid- 
diness, ocular  or  aural  symptoms,  nor  have  I 
ever  observed  such  symptoms  in  others.  I 
have  invariably  been  more  markedly  affected 
than  any  of  my  companions,  and  usually  the 
onlv  one  of  the  party  to  be  affected  at  ali" 

The  causes  of  Mountain  Sickness  are 
many,  and  thev  vary  according  to  the  charac- 
ter of  thr  •;■  •;ntainerr  and  his  condition.  Ddc-

Such  symp- 
toms (of  Mountain  SKkncss)  as  do  occur  may 
be  more  definitely  described  as  lassitude  and 
disinclination  4Dr  exertion  while  at  rest,  with 
muscular  weakness  and  accejcratioo  of  the 
cardiac  and  respiratory  rhythm  on  exert  k>n. 
I'or  thi->  r..nditi>'ii  ((.eneral'i  Ilrucr'.s  term 
'Moiintatii  i<asMtudc'  seems  to  mc  far  more 
sttiublc  than  the  very  indefinite  term  malaise.'' 
There  are  several  more  divisions  of  this 
subject,  which  I  will  now  call  "Mountain  l  as 
situde,"  that  I  hope  to  dtal  with  in  a  tutnie 
article.  In  the  meantiine  1  will  conclude  this 
article  with  the  last  paragraph  of  the  doctor's 
pamphlet: 

"In  short.  Mountain  Sicknesa  consists  of 

two  elements.  Firstly,  Mountain  Lassitude, 
which  tew  can  escape  at  altitudes  of  over 
19,000  feet;  but  which  does  not  increase  in 
severity  up  to  the  highest  altitudes  >  et  re- 
corded, and  which  is  due  to  imperfect  oxy- 
genation: hence  prolonged  residence  at  such 
pressures  cannot  hut  be  harmful,  considering 
the  great  strain  which  is  thereby  thrown  <>n 
the  whole  system.  Secondly,  we  have  the 
s\ mptoms  of  fatigue  and  exhaustion,  which 
arc  more  likely  to  occur  during  the  ascent  of 
mountains  than  under  any  other  conditions  to 
whii  h  the  human  economy  is  exposed,  and 
which  affect  the  untrained  or  inexperienced  far 
more  than  the  skilled  mountaineer,  whose 
wh(de  training  tends  to  make  him  husband  his 
powers  and  enables  him  to  avoid  unnecessary 
fatigtie." 


Practice  of  Massage 


THIS  word  is  derived  from  the  Arabic 
word  "mass."  which  means  "pressing," 
the  muscular  push  of  the  body  with  the 
hands  and  exercising  by  traction  of  the  joints 

in  order  to  five  n^tnm  ttid  sHmuiafr 

vitality. 

Massage,  Indian  shamptx*,  has  been  used 
from  time  immemorial  by  Eastern  nations, 
especially  China  and  India.  We  read  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great  beiiijj  massaged  by  profes- 
sional masseurs  in  India  about  327  B.C. 

The  Swedish  gymnastic  s\  -^tem  (  in  which 
massage  is  a  great  feature;,  instituted  by  Petri 
Ifcnrich  Ling,  Is  derived  from  the  Book  of 
Congo  I'ou.  We  find  massage  also  in  the  brute 
creation  in  the  form  of  licking  injured  parts. 

The  ancient  Greek  warriors  were  rubbed 
an<l  kneaded  by  their  women  on  their  return 
from  battle.  The  practice  was  revived  in 
I'urope  about  1537;  in  later  times  Melriger,  of 
Amsterdam,  and  Weir  Mitchel  did  most  to  re- 
vive massage  as  a  scienitfic  treatment. 

During  the  Great  War  it  came  right  to  the 
front  and  was  indispensable  to  the  medical 
prfifcssion  in  the  treatment  of  the  wounded 
Now  most   of  the  big  hospitals    in  England 
have  their  own  staff  of  masaettri  or  maaaeuses. 


Massage  causes  an  increased  fh^w  of  blood 
through  the  part,  w  hich  means  that  the  power 
of  the  blood  to  remove  damaged  and  waste  tis- 
sues in  the  part  is  increased  ;  also  the  lymph 
vessels  are  stimulated  and  the  flow  of  lymph 
increased. 

In  the  case  of  sedentary  employment  or 
people  unable  to  take  exercise,  the  necessary 
means  of  the  impure  venous  blood  getting 
hack  to  the  heart,  to  he  forced  through  the 
lungs  and  other  organs  for  purification  as  re- 
duced to  a  negligible  quantity,  and  as  a  result 
the  tissues  become  charged  with  waste  fatigue 
{)roilucts. 

Massage  here  takes  the  place  of  exercise, 
the  proper  kneading  of  the  muscles  and  other 
movements  in  the  direction  of  the  circulation 
forcing  the  blood  along  its  course,  and  leading 
to  its  purification. 

General  Benefita 

This  action  i,  well  marked  in  the  case  of 
occupation  headaches,  where  massage,  prop- 
erly applied,  draws  the  blood  from  the  brain 

ancl  relieves  the  headache. 

Massage  restores  the  functional  ability  to 
exhausted  muscles  by  the  removal  of  fatigue 
products.  It  also  stimulates  secretion  and  ex- 
cretion and  the  general  nutrition  of  the  bodv. 

Paralysis,  muscular  wasting,  chronic  sub- 
acute inflammation,  affections  of  joints,  mus- 
cular rheumatism,  sciatica  and  other  neural- 
gias, sprains,  fractures,  contractions,  ccjuges- 
fion  of  brain,  some  forms  of  insanity,  the  drug 
habit,  obesity,  constipation,  indolent  habit  or 
sedentafy  occupations  are  all  benefited  by 
massage. 

For  such  cases  as  acute  inflammati'-^n. 
abscess,  inflammation  of  veins,  however,  mas- 
sage is  contraindicated. 

The  qualiticationt  necessary  for  a  good 
operator  arc :  ' 

1  A  general  knowledge  of  anatomy  and 
physiology. 

2 — A  sound  knowIe<lge  of  the  theory  oi 
massage. and  Swe<lisli  exercises. 

^ — I'hysical  strength.  Deep  massage  is 
heavy  work,  and  feeble  persons  cannot  prac- 
tice it  at  all. 

4  -Tactile  and  muscular  sensibility  arc  an 
absolute  necessity  to  make  a  skilled  operator, 
as  persons  not  endowed  with  a  fine  sense  of 
touch  will  exert  too  great  or  too  little  pres- 
sure. The  one  hurta  the  patient,  the  other  ii 
incff«ctiT«^T.  F.  Yoong,  M.D.

Capricious  Wills  and 

Bequests

A'^  I  l-.K  or  so  ago  a  morning  paper  con- 
tained the  story  of  an  unexpected  iur- 
tune  wliich  had  fallen  to  the  lot  of  an 
actress.  !~^he  had  shown  UJH'U  t«o  or  three 
occasions  killdnc^s  and  courtesy  to  an  ac- 
quaintance whom  phe  imagined  to  be  very 
poor — a  few  sxinpathetic  wonls,  two  or  three 
invitations,  and  that  \Nas  all.  i  iic  tacts  of  the 
case  as  they  were  presented  to  the  rca«ler  con- 
'  lined  nothing  new  or  remarkahU-.  Such  oc- 
>  .uieiices  are  not  uncommon.  They  are  con- 
stantly used  as  a  basis  for  fiction,  and  many  of 
us  have  eome  acro<.s  -at  rate  at  second- 
hand— analogous  situations  in  real  life;  in- 
deed, the  element  of  pit\  is  ..ften  w.mting  and 
the  services  rendered  slighter  than  those  nar- 
rated. I'or  all  that,  sucii  stories  \\ill  ahvavs 
remain  in  a  sense  strange  and  inexplicable. 
What  motive  moves  a  tiian  or  a  woman  to  ]>re- 
tend  poverty  as  in  this  particular  case  the  tes- 
tator pretended  it?  It  is  natural  to  make  one- 
self out  poor  if  one  lias  some  tangible  ail\an- 
tage  to  gain  by  it;  but  when  no  begging  in 
any  form  is  involved  it  seems  a  piece  of  false 
humility  (piitc  agaiu'-t  nature.  There  is  a 
pleasure  in  play-acting  and  a  greater  pleasure 
in  possessing  a  secret  power  which  we  could 
use  if  we  wonhl.  Kings  and  knights  in  stories 
have  scjught  the  friendship  of  tlieir  subjects  or 
made  love  to  their  mistresses  in  the. guise  of 
peasants  apparently  for  the  jdeasnre  of  Mid- 
denly  surprising  ti'.cni  when  llic  tunc  came. 
Hut  the  kings  ami  knights  witnessed  the  result 
of  their  lortlly  jokes;  they  were  nc»t  content 
with  imagining  what  would  be  after  their 
deaths.  They  were  moved  by  the  spirit  of  fun 
and  curiosity,  and  the  tpieer,  coniorte(l  grati- 
tude which  lies  at  the  bottom  of  these  capri- 
cious legacies  dTd  not  enler  Into  tlTeif  thoughts 
at  all. 

A  Natural  Kink 


This  gratitude  betrays,  we  think,  a  kink  in 

the  nature.  b'or  the  normally  good  human 
being,  courtesies  and  politenesses  and  small 
displays  of  sympathy  have,  so  to  speak,  a 
moral  market  \aluc.  If  a  good-natured  person 
comes  voluntarily  to  our  assistance  >vlien  we 
are  in  some  small  embarrassment  or  trouble 
we  are  most  of  us  a*  utcly  grateful  for  a  few 
moments,  and  then  the  matter  fades  from  our 
minds  as  it  fades  from  the  mind  of  the  bene- 
factor. Perhaps  if  it  makes  sufficient  impres- 
sion we  recount  the  incident  to  our  friends  and 
dwell  upon  the  charming  manners  or  obvious 
good  heart  of  our  chance  acquaintance.  Pos- 
sibly we  say  to  ourselves  that  if  ever  the  op- 
portunity comes  our  way  we  will  return  the 
civility,  or,  what  is  not  so  likely,  we  think  we 
will  imita^te  it.  Jf  wc  do  any  one  (jf  these 
things  wc  feel  we  have  «lone  enough,  and  so 
we  have. 

One  man  in  ten  Ihuusand.  however,  feels 
differently,  lie  dwells  upon  the  little  act  till 
it  becomes  bigger  and  bigger  in  his  eyes,  a 
passion  of  gratitude  disturbs  his  judgment, 
and  he  determines  t6  pay  it  a  thousandfold, 
after  his  death.  The  chief  actor  in  the  tiny 
drama  becomes  a  hero  in  his  eyes.  The  whole 
business  slips  into  the  region  of  imagination 
and  he  glories  in  the  thought  oi  conferring  a 
deferred  reward  whose  reception  he  will  never 
see — or  not  with  his  mortal  eyes.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  how  such  exceptional  men 
and  women  regard  the  next  we>rld.  \\>  should 
not  think,  however,  that  this  sr»ri  of  whimsical 
act  has  much  to  do  with  religious  convictions. 
A  man  may,  of  course,  have  an  uneasy  con- 
science with  regard  to  his  money,  ami  desire 
to  put  it  from  him  on  bis  death.  iVople  who 
have  done  very  little  all  their  lives  for  churches 
and  charities  leave  them  money  wheti  they  die, 
feeling  perhaps  that  at  l.ist  they  ha\  e  made  an 
ideal  u.sc  of  what  they  have  in  their  lifetime 
use<l  solely  for  their  own  advantage,  w  ithout  a 
thought  of  any  good  cause.  .Mauv  people,  on 
the  lUher  hand,  arc  constitutionally  unable  to 
care  about  causes.  Jf  they  have  no  friend  to 
whom  they  can  assign  their  patrimony,  they 
must  find  a  hero  or  must  invent  one  to  receive 
it. 

Arbitrary  Sodal  Laws 

The  people  who  make  these  bequests  are 
almost  always  described  as  eccentrics  or 
misers.  They  have  not  as  a  mle  been  what  is 
colloquially  called  "nice"  to  the  i>eople  they 
live  among.  If  they  had  been,  they  would 
have  created  for  themselves  opportunities  of 
benevolence  or  actual  duties  w  hicli  would  have 
precluded  any  startling  act  of  tardy  gener- 
osity. One  must  not,  of  course,  forget,  in 
trying  to  get  at  their  point  of  view,  that  the 
conventions  arc  \cry  strict  where  giving  is 
concerned.  The  laws  of  society  do  not  allow 
us  to  take  a  great  reward  for  a  small  act  dur- 
ing the  would-be  rrwarder's  lifetime.  The 
whole  law  of  acceptance  is  .strange  and  arbi- 
trary. Above  a  certain  social  level  we  cannot 
offer  or  accept  a  present  of  monev  unless  it 
can  somehow  be  regarded  as  an  e.xtra  i)ayinent 
for  actual  work  done.  Below  that  level  there 
is  no  The  poor  woman  tips  the  railway 

I>orter  to  the  extent  of  her  ability;  but  if  a 
young  man  of  the  professional  class  helps  the 
doctor's  wife  to  put  her  luggage  into  the  train, 
no  money  can  uass.  Wc  may  do  one  another 
favors  indirectly  productive  of  money  to  any 
extent  we  like,  an<l  a  present  of  sotnc  value 
not  a  necessity  it,  sure  to  be  graciously  re- 
ceived. These  tacit  mles,  however,  do  not 
seriously  inconvenience  a  man  of  f  ortune  who 
wants  to  help  a  po()rer  equal,  lie  can  always 
find  a  way  to  do  it  if  he  has  a  fair  amount  of 
pcrtiatence  an<l  a  httle  tact. 

The  Element  of  Luck 

To  what  .sort  of  pe»>ple  do  such  strokes  (A 
luck  really  happen,  we  shall  find  ourselves 
wondering.  Is  there  something  about  the  lega- 
tee which  will  help  us  to  mvlerstand  the  lega- 
tor.' There  are  undoubtedly  certain  persons 
who  make  a  deeper  impresskm  in  a  minute  than 
others  do  in  an  hour.  They  throw  themselves 
into  whatever  they  are  doing,  and  show  some- 
times in  a  small  act  almost  thefr  wllOttf  pef* 
sonahtv.  We  ran  imagiiu  such  people  lor.m- 
ing  very  large  in  eyes  which  have  only  seen 
them  once,  and  that  even  under  cifcnrotCancM 
which  preclude  :  .f  "love  at  first 

sight."  Are  these  tnc  son  of  people  to  whom 
the  iast  wills  and  testaMcmt  of  eccentric  per- 
sons now  an. I  then  bring  lortunca?  We  think 
nr.t.  Instinctively  wc  hope  not.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  fed  th^  these  caprices  of  good  for- 


tune  owe  nothing  to  merit,  nothing  even  to 
gilts.  W  e  do  not  want  that  life  should  be 
exactly  like  a  card  game,  whose  succe>^s  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  hand  dealt  to  ^ou  and  the 
play  for  which  you  are  responsible,  fl'li 
more  exciting  to  think  that  -with  a  bad  band 
and  no  skill  we  may  vet  win — verv  seldom,  of 
course,  experience  tells  us  very  seldom  indeed, 
but  \et  it  happens  now  and  again.  "Some 
ships  come  in  that  arc  not  steered.  '  Even  of 
wealth  no  one  need  quite  despair.  "When  my 
.ship  comes  home"  we  may  aay  in  <Mir  •tii4x  fts 
wc  said  in  our  nursery.

.\SSO\  i:K,  the  Jewish  festival  of  lib- 
eration, known  in  liehrtw  as  "I'e- 
sach,"  begins  this  year  on  WcdiMtday 

evening.  April  12.  Starting  on  this  evening, 
every  Jewish  househohl  in  the  country  eats 
Matzoth,  the  unleavened  bread.  In  some 
households  no  leaven  of  any  character  is 
eaten  during  the  eight  days  the  fcatival  ol 
i'as.sover  is  observed. 

Among  the  more  liberal  Jews  of  this  coun- 
try r.i».sii\(  r  ends  on  \\  etlnesday,  .\pril  19. 
In  must  Jewish  homes,  however  liberal*  a 
portion  of  the  elaborate  ritual  built  up  far- 
ing the  long  centuries  this  feast  has  .  bMNI 
cclebrateil  will  be  retained. 

The  opening  evening  of  the  festival, 
known  as  Seder  night,  will  certainly  be  ob- 
served in  all  Jewish  homes.  .\  special  ritual 
h.is  been  compiled  for  this  service  called  the 
"llaggadah."  This  venerable  rotume  recltts 
the  events  c>f  the  I'xodus  by  means  of  quaint 
songs  and  stories,  anil  endeavors  to  awaken 
witliin  the  soul  of  old  and  young  a  love  of 
^liberty.  The  ritual  of  the  Seder  stresses  the 
notion  that  each  one  is  to  regard  himself  as 
if  he  came  forth  from  the  house  of  Egyptian 
bondage. 

Many  Jewi.sh  congregations  and  or- 
ganizations arc  planning  to  celebrate  the 
Seder  in  thehr  own  institutions.  While 
primarily  a  feast  for  the  home,  there  is  no 
traditional  objection  to  an  institution,  sym- 
bolizing, as  it  does,  a  larger  family,  gather- 
ing about  a  festive  board  and  revivinf  pkm 
mon  memories 

Spiritual  Mes»ag;e 

Originally  I'assover  was  an  agricultural 
feast.  At  a  later  period  it  became  diasociatad 
in  part  from  its  j>rimitive  nature  and  was 
identitied  with  an  event  in  the  early  liistory 
of  the  Hebrews  which  invested  .the  iettival 
with  the  new  and  highly  significant  spiritual 
message  of  liberty  for  all 'mankind. 

In  the  synagogue  the  note  of  Spring  is 
reflected  in  the  assigned  Scriptural  reading 
from  the  Song  of  Songs,  wherein  the  wor- 
shipper is  reminded  that  the  \\  inter  is  over 
and  gone  and  the  rang  of  the  turtlaHloira  is 
again  heard  in  the  laml. 

This  joyous  note  is  not  sounded  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  historical  association  of  the 
Exodus  of  the  Children  of  Israel  from  Egypt. 
The  purpose  of  the  Passover  is  to  recall  to 
mind  the  many  miracles  which  were  wrought 
in  behalf  of  the  House  of  Jacob  by  the  nevef 
slumbering  (lUartlian  and  Keeper  of  Israel. 

Throughout  the  festival  of  I'assover  the 
historical  circumstance  of  this  delivery  from 
l\gyptian  hond.iL^e  is  vi\idlv  revived  and  the 
scenes  reviewed  where  the  kindred  of  Joseph 
were  degraded  to  slave  fstbor  in  the  very 
country  upon  which  their  illustrious  ancestor 
had  showered  richest  blessings.  Their  en- 
slavement of  body  afTlicted  likewise  their 
!-on\s.  They  sank  into  tha  griivout  thftlddM 
of  de«.f»air. 

The  deliverance  from  iCgyptian  tyranny 
assured  them  that  their    supplications  had 

been  heard  on  high,  'i"hc  menfbry  of  this 
redemption  reminds  the  modern  Jews  that 
they.  too.  must  be  on  their  guard  against 
oppression  anil  work  with  all  their  might 
for  the  eventual  triumph  t^f  humanity 
the  tyranny  of  injustice  and  iniquity.
